49. Mr. Sorensen asked the Secretary 
of State for Foreign Affairs what further 
information he has from the United 
Nations Relief and Works Agency on 
action taken to resettle Arab refugees. 


Mr. Eden: Following on the United 
Nations General Assembly approving the 
Agency’s $250 million programme of 
relief and resettlement, the Director of the 
Agency has been in negotiation with the 
Jordan and Syrian Governments. He has 
submitted programmes to the Govern- 
ments of Syria and Jordan and these are 
now under consideration. 


The programme for Jordan includes 
short-term projects for irrigation works, 
tural and urban housing (the latter for 
refugees with jobs but no homes) and 
industrial development ; it also includes 
provision for surveys and training for 
larger and longer term projects. A geo- 
physical survey of suitable areas of the 
Sinai Peninsula, where the Egyptian 
Government have agreed to the settle- 
ment of 50,000 refugees if satisfactory 
water supplies can be found, has now 
been completed, and test boring is in 
progress on the most likely sites.

50. Wing Commander Bullus asked the 
Secretary of State for Foreign Affairs the 
extent of the financial help so far given 
by His Majesty's Government towards the 
settlement of the Arab refugees; and if 
he will make a statement as to interna~ 
tional help. 


Mr, Eden: His Majesty’s Government 
have so far contributed approximately 
£7,766,000 to the relief and resettlement 
of Arab refugees from Palestine. This 
amount includes the contribution offered 
for the 1951-52 programme of the United 
Nations Relief and Works Agency. In 
addition, His Majesty's Government, in 
1949, made an interest-free loan of £1 
million to the Jordan Government for 
economic development and the resettle- 
ment of refugees, and they propose to 
make a further interest-free loan of 
£1,500,000 to the same Government. 


As regards international help, 1 am 
glad to inform the House that the United 
Nations General Assembly, on 26th 
January, endorsed a three-year pro- 
gramme of relief and resettlement for the 
period July, 1951, to June, 1954, costing 
$250 million, The aim of this pro- 
gramme, which is without prejudice to the 
rights of refugees as regards repatriation 
and compensation, is to make them self- 
supporting as soon as possible by pro- 
viding them with homes and work. The 
virtually unanimous support which the 
programmes received from the General 
Assembly and, in particular, the approval 
given to it by the delegations of the 
Middle East Governments concerned 
augur well for the success of the work 
of the United Nations Relief and Works 
Agency, which is responsible for the 
execution of the plan, 


I warmly welcome this progress in 
dealing with a problem, upon the solu- 
tion of which all progress with political 
problems in the Middle East so largely 
depends.

We are of the opinion 
that those nations that have voted against the just claims of the 
Arabs of Palestine bear the moral responsibility for the present 
misery of the Arab refugees; and they ought, therefore, now 
to be asked to bear an appropriate share of the cost of the 
rehabilitation scheme.

arrange for them to be interviewed, Wellington have asked us

The Prime Minister has asked me to reply 
to the letter of January 24 which your predecessor 
addressed to him in connection with the Arab refugee 
problem. 


Re The Government agrees that the restoration 
of political stability in the Middle East depends, 

to a substantial degree, on 4 satisfactory solution 
of this problem. As you know, we have, in the past, 
contributed to relief programmes for these refugees. 
At the same time, Canadian representatives in the 
organs of the United Nations have pointed out that 

the international community could not be expected to 
provide direct relief for an indefinite period, and 
that steps must be taken toward reintegrating the 
refugees into the economy of the area, either by 
repatriation or by resettlement in the Arab countries. 


3. When the Arab refugee question was debated 

by the General Assembly last autumn, the representa- 
tives of the Arab Governments, you will recall, con- 
tinued to press strongly for confirmation by the United 
Nations of the principle of refugee repatriation. 
Nevertheless we gathered from informal discussions 
‘with Arab delegates that their governments were fully 
aware that Israel was unwilling and probably unable 

to reabsorb any large number of those Arabs who had 
fled from the territory now under Israeli control. 
These delegates also doubted if, in the final analysis, 
more than a small fraction of the refugees would 

really wish to become permanent residents of Israel.

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4. Accordingly it appeared that the Arab states 
would acquiesce in any resolution which offered a 
practical prospect of solving the refugee problem 
provided that it did not deny the principle of repat- 
riation. ‘this assumption seems to have been borne out 
by the recent decision of the Political Committee of 
the Arab League calling upon member governments to co- 
operate with United Nations agencies in dealing with 
the refugee problem, and to regard the resettlement 

of the refugees in the Arab countries as a matter of 
urgency without prejudice to their right to ultimate 
repatriation, 


5. If the Arab Governments now realize that they 
must take an active part in incorporating these refu- 
gees in their own countries, I agree that a resettle- 
ment undertaking of the dimensions required can be ef- 
fected only within the framework of the general economic 
development of the Middle East. I should think that, 

in conformity with the decision of the Arab League, the 
Arab Governments would now make at least some of the 
basic facilities for resettlement available to refugees 
in their territories. At the same time, as you have 
sugzested, the project of resettling any large number 

of refugees in the states of the Middle East seems to 
call for international financial and technical assistance 
on an extensive scale. Expenditures on a considerable 
scale by the United Nations as well as direct assistance 
extended by interested governments would, I think, be 
justified insofar as they would be designed not merely 
to solve a major humanitarian problem, but also to 
promote the economic development of all the countries 

of the Middle East, thereby contributing to the general 
stability and security of this strategic region. 


6. You will appreciate that in Canada as in the 
United Kingdom expenditures on national defence and 
overseas assistance of a military nature have been 
growing at an alarmingly rapid pace. In the light of 
these heavy commitments, external aid for other purposes 
will have to be closely scrutinized, and we are now 
making a comprehensive assessment of the whole question 
of future Canadian contributions for external relief 

and development. 


| 
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7. The Canadian Government made an initial 
contribution of $750,000 to the 1950-51 relief and 
works programme for Palestine refugees in the liddle 
East, and Cabinet has recently agreed to a second 
appropriation of 750,000 for the United Nations Relief 
and Works Agency for Palestine for the year 1950-51. 
The appropriation was included in the final Supple- 
mentary Estimates for the present fiscal year, which 
were approved by Parliament on March 19. This brings 
our total contribution for this year to 4¥1,500,000. 


8. I am not in a position at the moment to say 
what further contribution the Canadian Government might 
make during this year. This decision will be made no 
doubt in the light of the total funds which Canada may 
expect to provide for external relief generally. ie 
shall also have to take into consideration the contri- 
butions of other countries in a somewhat similar position 
to that of Canada. ‘the situation in this respect is not 
encouraging. During the first year of the Agency, for 
example, approximately 41,500,000 was contributed by 
states other than the three major powers, the United 
States, the United Kingaom and rrance. Of this amount 
vanada contributed approximately one-half. Since the 
renewed appeal of the Assembly last autumn, the Negot- 
jiating Committee has been able to secure promises of 

only ¥882,000 from countries other than the United States 
and the United Kingdom. The second contribution of 
$750,000, therefore, which Canada is now making, is 
almost equal to that of all these other states combined. 


9. We recognize that Canada, like other countries, 
has an interest in the security, stability and prosper- 
ity of the Middle East. However, by contrast with the 
United States and the United Kingdom, whose close as- 
sociations and direct interests in the area are apparent 
and widely accepted, it is becoming increasingly diffi- 
cult to persuade Canadians that their obligation is so 
much greater than that of many other countries. \e 
appreciate the very great generosity with which the 
United States and the United Kin;dom have already con- 
tributed to the Agency, but I believe that further 
Canadian support is dependent on evidence that our con- 
tribution will be in a more appropriate relationship 

to the contributions of other countries in a comparable

position. If these other countries can be persuaded 

to assume a substantial share of the financial res- 
ponsibilities entailed by the reintegration programme, 
and if the total pledged contributi:ns and the attitude 
of the Arab States are such as to hold out reasonable 
prospects of success for the programme, the Canadian 
Government would no doubt give consideration to a reason- 
able Canadian contribution. 


10. I am grateful to the United hingdom authorities 
for the frank exposition of their views regarding the 
probable effect of refugee reintegration upon the 
stability of the Middle dast, and I can assure you that 
the Government appreciates the importance of continued 
co-operation among the members of the community of free 
nations in achieving a permanent and satisfactory 

solution of this problem within the framework of the 


United Nations.

Southern Rhodesia's contribution was stimlated by a 
letter from Mr. Bevin (see Secretary of State's despatch = 
W.15 of the 2nd March, 1951, and No. 13. to us.of the 5th (55) 
April). The commendably prompt reaction of the Southern ° 
Rhodesia Government shows the increasing attention which 
they are paying to foreign affairs, especially in areas 
where they consider that the Colony has a special interest. 


In the debate on the estimates this grant was 
attacked by spokesmen of both opposition parties on the 
grounds that it was an unnecessary expense and none of 
Southern Rhodesia's business. Sir Godfrey Huggins defended 
the grant stoutly, saying that it was an indication that the 
country was "growing up"; that it was part of the Common- 
wealth defence of the Middle Bast, an area vital to 
Southern Rhodesia, and against Communism in general; and, 
moreover, that Southern Rhodesia's contribution was only a 
"dole" compared with what other countries were putting up.

You may remember that I spoke to you 
recently about the case of Major General Howard 
Kennedy, the Canadian Director of the United Nations 
Relief and Works Agency for Palestine Refugees. He 
is giving up his post in June and we have been wondering 
whether it would be possible to make some official 
recognition of his services. 


When he vacates his appointment he will have served 
for some 14 months in the Middle East. His task has been 
a particularly arduous and thankless one. Despite all 
sorts of difficulties he has not only succeeded in 
maintaining nearly one million refugees, but has also 
managed, by his gifts of personality and patience, to gain 
the confidence of the Arab Governments, who at the outset 
were anything but sympathetic towards the Agency. That 
these Governments should at last have agreed in principle 
to the resettlement of refugees in Arab countries - the 
only practical solution to the problem - is due in no small 
measure to General Kennedy's sympathetic and tactful 
handling of the problem. General Kennedy undertook this 
task at considerable personal sacrifice. He has 
considerable business interests in Canada and is also 
Chairman and Consulting Engineer of the Hast Rocky 
Mountain Reclamation Scheme, a Government-sponsored project. 
He abandoned these temporarily in order to take up his post 
with the Xelief and Works Agency. During the war General 
Kennedy was Quartermaster-General in the Canadian Army. 


We vealise that the Canadian Government do not now 
permit their nationals to accept honours and awards, 
whether carrying a title or not, although a temporary 
exception was made for wartime services.

May I refer to your letter to Rae of January 27th 
enclosing a list of Palestinian students in this country 
seeking employment. This list was forwarded to the 
Canadian authorities in Ottawa and we have now received 
a reply from them. 


I am informed that the possibility of assisting 
you in this matter is being investigated and Dr. J.E. 
Robins, Director of the Education Branch of the Dominion 
Bureau of Statistics is taking a personal interest. He 
has long been interested in the problem of refugees in the 
Middle East and has previously explored the possibilities 
of securing employment in Canada for individual refugees 
from that area. 


I am afraid, however, that the preliminary 
impression in Ottawa is that there is little likelihood 
of finding suitable employment for the Palestinian 
students in your list. These persons are in fact not 
even admissible to Canada under current immigration 
regulations, though a special Order-in-Council might 
be passed on their behalf if it could be proved that 
their qualifications are such as to enable them to make 
a particularly useful contribution to the Canadian economy. 


I shall let you know if I hear further from 
Ottawa on this matter.

My dear Secretary of State, 


Many thanks for your letter of the 2th January, which 
I received on my return to India. You will forgive me for 
the slight delay in answering this letter. I have been out 
of Delhi for part of the time since my return from England. 


I am deeply sensible of the sufferings of the Arab 
refugees and of the need to resettle them, We have had a 
colossal refugee problem of our own to solve and TIT am fully 
aware of the misery that these human upheavals create and of 
the obligation of all, who are in a position to help, to try 
to alleviate this misery and ultimately to put an end to it. 
We have therefore considered your request with the fullest 
understanding and sympathy. 


But, with all our sympathy, we came up against a very 
difficult position. The problem of refugees in our own 
country is taxing all our strength and we have been unable 
to help them in the manner we wanted to, There are large 
numbers still unprovided for in any way, although we have 
done our utmost within our capacity. Our financial 
situation is such that it leaves us no scope even for doing 
things that we want to do. Developments as well as welfsre 
schemes of the greatest urgency and importance to us have 
had to be cut down owing to the need for economy. These 
include works under construction on whose early completion 
depends the solution of our food problem. We expect a 
food deficit of 54 million tons. We have already arranged 
to import 3.7 million tons. In addition to this, we have 
requested the Government of the United States to supply us 
with two million tons on concessional. terms. 


You will appreciate, I hope, the ateficulties we have 
to face and the reasons for our inability to respond to 
your wishes in this matter. It is only under the pressure 
of our domestic obligations that we have been compelkd to 
come to this conclusion, 


I was greatly distressed to read of your recent illness 
but am glad you are improving and wish you a rapid and 
complete recovery.

The Secretary of State for External Affairs announced today that 
600 tons of wheat flour sare being shipped at once for the relief of 
refugees in the Middle East. This shipment, which is in response to a 
resolution of the General Assembly of the United Nations, will be followed 
by approximately 50,000 cases of canned fish and 50,000 bushels of white 
beans. Mr, Stanton Griffis, Director of the United Nations Relief for 
Palestine Refugees, hac "acknowledged «ith deep gratitude” the Canadian 
Government's offer of wheat flour, fish and beens. 


An estimated number of 700,000 refugees, both Arabs and Jews, 
have been driven from their homes in Pzlestine. Most of them are women, 
children and old people and are now living in the adjoining states of 
Lebanon, Transjordan, Syria and Egypt. People in these stctes hcve done 
a remarkab]e job of sheltering, clothing and feeding the refugees, but 
they are now near the end of their resources end cannot carry on unless 
they receive outside help, Treansjordan clone, with o settled population 
of less than 200,000, is now attempting to ecre for an estimated 100,000 
refugeec. 


To illustrate existing conditions in these Middle Ecst countries, 
Mr. Pearson quoted from a press despatch: 


"Children are said to be dying of mecsles in considerable 
numbers. There is nothing purticulerly virulent about the 
measles epidemic itself but the children are 50 weakened by pneu- 


monia ond dysentery that they cre unable to resist the disease." 


In November the General Assembly of the United Netions 
resolution asking member countries to contribute money, goods and services 
to a total of $32 million, in order to keep the refugees until the next 
food crop in the Middle East becomes aveilcble in August, 1949. Some 
countries have already made gifts of tents, medicines or clothing, according 
to what exch can offer, 


Mr. Pearson scid that in Canada there are surplus supplies of 
several kinds of foodstuffs for which no commercial market exists, cnd 
arrangements ore being made through the various Commodity Prices Support 
Boards to donate some of these foodstuffs to the United Nations Director for 
the Relief of Palestine Refugees. 


Severol months .ago the Canadien Government donated about a 
quarter of o million dollars worth of such supplies to the Cxnadian Red 
Cross Society for relief purposes in the Middle East.

Now that the General Assembly is getting to grips with 
the really terrible Arab refugee problem created by the 
hostilities in Palestine, I should like to let you know how 
our minds are working here, in the hope that the Commonwealth 
will be able to take an agreed line when the matter comes 
up for discussion.

Mr. Davies outlined the procedure which the United Kingdom 
Delegation proposed to adopt on Committee 3 in order to obtain 
* consideration of the Palestine refugee problem. 


Mr. Watt expressed strong doubts on the advisability of using 
the Children’s Fund to meet the cost of this project without 
considering it in relation to the other problems of child welfare 
with which the Fund was faced. The Fund was the only item on 
which agreement between East and West Europe had been reached. The 
Australian delegation felt that the children's fund ought to do 
something substantial to help, but rather by way of continuing the 
present scale of relief than on the scale recommended by the UNRRA 
Central Committee. He would like the U.S., Comnonwealth, Western 
Union and other governments in a position to contribute effectively 
to get together and decide what each could give. 


Dr. Sutch agreed generally with the views of the Australian 
representative. He pointed out that the New Zealsnd delegation 
had a grievance in that they had previously asked, and failed to 
obtain, United Kingdom support for a proposal to have ICEF and 
UNAC discussed by Committee 3 before Human Rights. Now they were 
being asked to support United Kingdom proposal to have Palestine 
refugees moved up on the agenda. They would vote for a move to hear 
Dr. Bunche and Sir R. Cilento if they could be assured there was 
good support for this move, but they might try to bring up ICEF and 
UNAC as well. 


Mr. Macdonnell said that his delegation would have no qualms 
about interrupting the Human Rights debate, Otherwise they were 
without instructions. 


Mr. Jooste pointed out that since the last meeting, his 
government had made a contribution of £100,000 to UNICEF. This 
revived interest might lead to them being either before or against 
ICEF giving help to the Palestine refugees, he could not say which, 
But he hoped that, with a little delay, his government might be able 
to say how they could help.

A meeting was held at the U.K. Deleg¢ation Offices on 
Octsber llth with the Parliamentary Under-Secretary in the Chair, 


26 Mr. Mayhew explained the position in regard to the 
Arab refugees mentioning the valuable contributions’ already given to 
the Disaster Relief Organisation by Commonwealth Countries and gave 
an account of conversations that had taken place so far with 
Mr. Bunche, the Secretariat and the U.S. Delegation. He explained 
that H.M.G. in the U.K, were anxious to have the problem of Arab 
refugees taken up in Committee III as soon as it was possible for 
the Secretary-General to give a clear statement of what was wanted.

Of these some 70,000 in Syria, 50,000 in 
the Lebanon, 10,000 in Egypt and 20,000 in Iraq are more or less 
adequately under control and have a sufficiency of food, cover of 
sorts and a certain amount of medical attention, 4n unknown number, 
stated to be more than 60,000, in Egyptian-occupied areas of Palestine, 
are, if the state of those in Egypt is any test, probably fairly well 
looked after; but they are said to be in need of tents and, like all 
the rest, are certain to be in need of clothing and blankets, 
especially in view of the approach of winter. The black spot is 
Eastern Palestine. In this area there are tens of thousands without 
cover of any sort, living on famine rations, in some cases as little 
as half a pound of bread or less a day and such fruit as they can 
procure.
